DR. JOHN LADEMANN, SNB DIRECTOR IN CHARGE RESEARCH AND 
ECONOMIC POLICY, WOULD ARRIVE WASHINGTON EVENING SEP- 
TEMBER 10 FOR APPOINTMENTS SEPTEMBER 11 AND 12. SNB 

HAS ASKED SWISS EMBASSY WASHINGTON ARRANGE SCHEDULE AT 
IMF AND IBRD AND FEDERAL RESERVE NEW YORK FOR ASSIST- 
ANCE SETTING UP APPOINTMENTS AT TREASURY (UNDER SECRE- 
TARY BENNETT) AND FEDERAL RESERVE BOARD, TOGETHER WITH 
APPOINTMENTS IN NEW YORK SEPTEMBER 13 AND 16 AT FEDERAL 
RESERVE NEW YORK AND COMMERCIAL BANKS. LEUTWILER ALSO 
TOLD FELLNER HE HOPED IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE VISIT CEA. 

2. LEUTWILER AND LADEMANN DID NOT INDICATE SPECIFIC 
PURPOSE OF TRIP BUT WE ASSUME THEY WISH DISCUSS BROAD 
RANGE OF CURRENT INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL TOPICS.
